ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

At III the Senate, under a dispensation of 
the rules, took the orders of the day. 

A hill to amend the charters of thcseveral 
banks of the State of Kentucky, was taken 
up and is as follows: 

!} 1. Be it enacted hy the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That it shall 
and may be lawful for the banks of issue in 

the State of Kentucky, on the day of 

, 1861, to re-issue, in hank notes of 

denominations not less than one nor more 
than fifty dollars, the sum of four millions 
of dollars, redeemable in gold or silver at the 
expiration of two years from and after the! 
date of such re-issue; the amount aforesaid 
to be issued by the following named banks, 
in proportion to the capital stock actually 
taken and paid in, to-wit: the Commercial 
Bank, the Southern Bank, the People's 
Bank, the Bank ol Louisville, the Bank of 
Kentucky, the Far tier's Bank, the Northern 
Bank, and the Bank of Ashland. 

>S 2. That the re-issue aforesaid shall bei 
duly made known, and designating by writ- 
ing or stamping on the face of each bank 

note, “ Re-issued this, the day of 

, 1861," and countersigned by the cash- 
ier of said bank. 

g 3. That it shall he the duty of the afore- 
said hanks, within three months after the 
day of , 1861, to loan the citi- 
zens of each of the ten Congressional districts, 
upon new accommodations, in sums of not 
more than one thousand dollars to each in- 
dividual applicant, to lie re-paid in calls ol 
not more than ten per cent upon the origi- 
nal amount loaned for the two first one hun- 
dred and twenty days the said loan shall 
run, and not more than twenty per cent, for 
each one hundred and twenty days it may 
afterwards run, an amount not less than four 
hundred thousand dollars to each of the j 
Congressional districts in the State of Ken- j 
tuck) : Provided. That if there should not 
be suitable and satisfactory applications for 
the amount to which any district may he en- 
titled before the first day of July next, then 
the said hanks may lend in larger sums than 
one thousand dollars: And provided further, 
That if said banks fail to make the loans 
herein provided for, within the time stated, 
for the want of proper and satisfactory ap- 
plications therefor, then the said hanks shall 
have the benefit, of the provisions of this 
act, in case they shall make the loans afore- 
said to the amount named in the year 1861. 

jj 3. It shall he the duty of the Commer- 
cial Bank arid the Bank oi Ashland to make 
the said loans in districts one and nine; and 
it shall be the duty of the Southern Bank 
and the Peoples Bank to make said loans! 
in districts two and three; it shall be the 
duty of the Bank of Kentucky and Bank of | 
Louisville to make said loans in districts 
four, five, and seven; it shall he the duty of 
the Farmers’ Bank and Northern Bank to 
make said loans in districts six, eight, and 
ten. 

g 4. It shall be the duty of said banks, in 
making the loans herein provided for, to di- 
vide the sum going to each district among 
the several counties composing such dis- 
trict, in proportion to the number of voters 
in each county respectively, as near as may 
he: Provided , That if there he not good and 
satisfactory applications from any county for 
the full amount to which such county is en- 
titled within ninety days from the 1st of 
March, 1861, then said banks may lend the 
remainder of the share of such county to 
citizens of other counties in the same dis- 
trict. 

ij 5. That it shall lie the duty of the pres- 
ident and directors of the banks aforesaid to 
make known to the Governor of this Com- 
monwealth, within days from the date 

of this act, whether or not they aecept the 
provisions thereof, and undertake to make 
the loans as herein required; andi lithe event 
that one half of said hanks agree to and do 
aecept the provisions of this act, add will 
undertake to make the loans aforesaid to all 
of the districts in the State, this act shall he 
binding and obligatory as to such hanks 
thus accepting the provisions of this act, to 
the same extent and manner as if accepted 
by all. 

ji 6. Be it further enacted, That the re-is- 
sue provided lor in this net. when made con- 
formable thereto, shall be taken and receiv- 
ed in payment and discharge of nil dues and 
demands to and from the State of Ken- 
tucky. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved to fill blanks 
in the first and second sections with “ March 
1, 1861." to add to the third section of the 
hill, “provided if any person failsto pay the 
calls the hank be authorized to sue for the 
amount owing," and to add to the bill, “this 
act shall be in force from its passage,” all of 
which were adopted. 

Mr. GLENN moved to amend by striking 
out $1,000 in the the 3d section of the bill 
and insert $500. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER moved to insert 
$2,000 as the maximum to be loaned to any 
one person. 

Action on this hill was interrupted by a 
message from the Governor.

A message was also received from the 
House of Representatives, announcing the 
passage of resolutions in relation to the death 
ol Hon. Robert P. Letcher. 

Under a suspension of the rules resolutions 
from the House immediately were taken up.

Mr. ANDREWS addressed the Senate in 
an appropriate and feeling address, in rela- 
tion to the life and character of the deceased 
statesman, and in advocacy of the resolu- 
tions. 

Mr. DENNY also addressed the Senate in 
a feeling and appropriate tribute to the pub- 
lic character of the deceased. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed, and the SPEAKER appointed the fol- 
lowing Senators pall hearers, in accordance 
with the resolutions :

Monday, Jan. 28, 1861. 

Prayer hy the Rev. John N. Norton, of 
the Episcopal Church. 

The reading of the Journal ot Saturday 
was dispensed with. 

PERSONAL EXPLANATION. 

The SPEAKER (Mr. Meriwether) asked 
to make an explanation. He complained of 
an article in the Louisville Democrat, and 
said : 

I ask the unanimous consent ot the House, 

| to make brief, personal explanation — a favor 
which I never in mv life asked before, and 
■ hope never to be under the necessity of ask- 
ing again. 

In a letter contained in the Louisville 
Democrat of the 26th instant, 1 find the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

“ I received from the citizens of Jefferson 
county, a petition signed by some hundred 
and more names of the leading men. with 
the view to hand it to some member with the 



request that he should present it to the i 
House, and have it read. As an act courtesy | 
to our members, I placed it in the bauds ot 
Mr. Speaker Meriwether, with the request 
that it should be read. He deemed it proper 
not to act in accordance with that request, 
hut moved that the petition he received, its 
reading dispensed with, and it he relerred to 
the committee on Federal Relations. As it 
was the intention that the whole Legislature j 
should hear the petition, and 1 have no wish 
to be blamed because many friends, whom 
I esteem, are not heard in the manner in I 
which they asked, 1 here publish thepeti-j 
tion :" 

“ Why Mr. Meriwenther did’ not read it — , 
Why he did not tell how many names were 
signed to it — is a matter with which I have 
no concern whatever. It is between him 
and the signers. The course he took was 
perfectly legitimate, but I notice that all of 
the petitions — and there have been many 
sent in — have been read to the Legislature 
before reference, and the Jefferson county 
petitioners rightfully asked the same. To 
refer it without reading is expressively called 
‘smothering it." ’ 

It will be observed that it is charged that 
a petition was handed to me with a request 
to have it read, hut that it was presented and 
referred without reading, that all other peti- 
tions have been read betore reference, and to 
refer a petition without reading is expressive- 
ly called smothering. Now I have a distinct 
recollection that ray young friend, who is the 
correspondent of the Democrat, handed to 
me a petition whilst 1 was in the chair, 
discharging my duties as Speaker of the 
House, and whispered tome, as 1 understood 
him, a request that 1 would read it myself; 
i asked him the purport of the petition, and 
be answered for the Union; my reply was 
that 1 had no time to read it then, hut would 
present it, have it referred, and read it after- 
wards, for thecommittec had the matter now 
under consideration, and was expected to re- 
port in a few days, to which I understood him 
to assent. 

As to the assertion that all other petitions 
have been read to the House before being 
referred, I appeal to every member to say if 
this is not a mistake', out of the hundreds that 
have been presented during the session, if 
one has been read it has escaped my memo- 
ry, and I would appeal to gentlemen to say, 
if when they present petitions and have 
them referred without reading, they legard 
this action as smothering. I particularly 
appeal to the member from Mercer, who has 
presented so many on the same subject, to 
say whether he has called for the reading of 
a single one before reference, and whether 
he considers this course of action smother- 
ing; and 1 would remind him of the action 
of the House on this subject but a few 
days before I presented the petition in ques- 
tion, when tlie reading of one was asked for, 
and the whole House responded no, no. I 
have hut pursued the almost universal course 
of other members in this case, and would 
have asked for the reading of the petition, 
had I understood such to be the wish of my 
young friend or the petitioners. 

I am aware that the young gentleman 
who corresponds with the Democrat feels a 
heavy weight of responsibility resting on 
his shoulders in this great emergency, and 
particularly in undertaking to see that mem- 
bers discharge their duties properly; but in 
this instance I humbly submit that his great 
zeal has outrun his discretion, and when my 
young friend undertakes to direct and con- 
trol the whole legislation of this State, I fear 
he has rather over crapped himself. As to 
his effort to sow discord, dissension, or sus- 
picion between my constituents and their 
representative, 1 would say that 1 have lived 
in that community for the last fifty-five years 
to but little purpose if liesucceeds, and I have 
received to many evidences of their confidence 
to fear . it, therefore I would recommend 
to the young gentleman to use his paper for 
the more innocent amusement of construct- 
ing kites, in preference to assailing his old- 
est and best friends.

and House of Representatives: 

The Hon. Robert P. Letcher died at his 
residence in this city on Thursday last. The 
funeral rites take place to-day. Although 
he was not, at the time ot his death, official- 
ly connected with the government, yet his 
eminent services through a long public life 
— in the General Assembly, in the Congress 
of the United States, as an ambassador of 
our country at a foreign court, and as the

ate to the melancholy occasion. The grate.; 
fill remembrance of the patriotic Hsffotfs of 
the faithful public servant is a distinguish- 
ing characteristic of our people; and a more i 
suitable occasion for its manifestation can-’ 
not be afforded than that which has occur- 
red by the departure, in our midst, of the 
venerable and patriotic statesman whose loss

Don’t be too Fast. 

The secessionists appeared to be delighted 
with what they supposed Col. John W 
Crockett said in bis speech on Saturday 
'I hay have represented 'Col. C. as favoring 
such a State Convention as was suggested in 
Governor Magoffin’s message. They gave 
it out every where that he demonstrated 
conclusively that such a Convention was 
necessary and constitutional. Now these 
are gross perversions of Col. Crockett’s words. 
There was one sort of a Convention which 
showed to be constitutional and neces- 
sary : That was a Convention prescribed 
in the Federal Constitution to ratify or re- 
ject such amendments as Congress may pass 
aud recommend to the States. This position 
is unquestionably correct. But Col. C. dis- 
tinctly announced that a Convention — such 
an one as Gov Magoffin desires — to consider 
and finally determine oti our relations to the 
Federal Government, would he a revolution- 
ary body. Such a Convention be regards 
(nnd we say what we know) as unneccessary 
and improper at this time. 



The Ewing Resolutions. 

A friend has kindly furnished us the fol- 
lowing interesting private letter, from a dis- 
tinguished source, with the privilege of pre- 
senting it to our readers : 

“ Buffalo, Jan. 23, 1861. 

Dear Sir: The news of the resolutions of 
j Mr. Ewimg, and its passage, is received here 
with the deepest regret. We cannot but 
think the object of the New York resolutions 
is misunderstood. 

We have no intention to coerce or invade 
any State, and least of all, gallant, glorious 
old Kentucky, a State, we not only love, but 
revere as the home and tomb of our beloved 
Henry Clay. We have always regarded 
Kentucky as true and loyal to the Union, 
and we do so still : and we all feel that if 
Kentucky will only stand by the Union, and 
by iis, all will he safe. The resolutions and 
action of our Legislature look only to the 
preservation of the Union, and of the Gov- 
ernment, not to hostility to any State or to 
the institutions of any State. We stand by 
Muj. Anderson and Crittenden and Holt , and 
we have no doubt, you do the same. I can 
not express to you bow the gallant conduct 
of that brave Kentucky officer electrified us. 
We also view with deep concern, the plant- 
ing of hostile cannon on the Mississippi, iu 
which your State is so deeply interested. We 
do not care who is against the Union if onlv 
Kentucky will stand by it, as she has ever 
done in times of trouble. If your State will 
stand firm, the people of the North will do 
right.

Your condition in the State is made more strin- 
gent on your past privileges by the operation of 
the laws of the State that went into operation on 
Jan. 1, 1861. The Kentucky Colonization Soei 
oty would present to you the best relief, in our 
judgment, to your political embarrassments. It 
is a free passage to Liberia, and six months’ sup 
port after you arrive there, and to those of you 
who have families, ten aercs of land, as a free 
gift, upon the condition you will rettlo on it, and 
five acres on the same terms to every unmarried 
adult, male and female. You shall be placed, at 
no expense to yourselves, in a good settlement of 
your own color, from this and other States, hack 
from the sea coast, on high and rolling land, 
which is rich and well watered. Wc also give to 
you the assurances of the laws of Liberia that up- 
on taking possession of your land, and tho com 
meucemcnt of its improvement for your residence 
on it, you will have the full right of citizenship in 
that Republic, whose citizens are only those of 
your own color. We council you to give up your 
prejudices ugainst Liberia as your home and that 
of your childreu. Come to the wise conclusion to 
to examine the advantages and disadvantages to 
you upon your settlement in Liberia. There is no 
country that you can select for your home hut will 
have more serious and weighty objections to your 
making choice of it, than can be adduced against 
Liberia. The Society has erected iu the settle 
ment alluded to in Liberia, suitable buildings 
for you to live in for six month, and another 
building expressly, that you may bo better 
attended to when sick. In honesty of mind, and 
with Christian phlanthropy, wo made these pro 
posals to you. In like spirit we ask you to con 
aider them ; for it is a time with you for sober 
thought, where should our best and permanent 
home be? Y’our inquiries for information about 
Liberia will be answered by Rev. Alex. M. C'ow- 
Agent of the Seciety, by writing to him at 
Frankfort, Ivy. lie has visited Liberia, to know 
from his own observation its true condition.

A Voice from Henry County. 

Old Henry True to the Union — James 6. 

I.each — Liberty and Union — The Flng 
Nailed to the jlast — Bully for Henry! 

A large number ol the citizens of Henry 
county, Ky., met in Pleasureville, on Tues- 
day evening, the 22d inst., to express their 
epinions on the present crisis in our national 
affairs. T. J. Hall, Esq., was called to the 
chair, and W. Seston appointed Secretary. 

The following preamble and resolutions 
were unanimously adopted : 

Wheiieas, It is evident that many misguided 
persons are attempting to sever our Common- 
wealth from the Union; seeking to destroy that 
Constitution some of them Lave sworn to support 
attempting to establish a lino where friendship 
must end, and enmity begin; to weaken, if not 
destroy, all proof that man is capable of self-gov 
ernmeut; to forfeit for us the respect of the 
world; to corrupt the morals of tho people, and 
drag them down to social, financial, and political 
ruin; and all this under a pretext which we be 
lieve is false, and for an object they dare not 
avow. And whereas, some of these plotters 
against the peace and happiness of our country 
have been honored with stations of trust and 
profit, and are now using their inttuenco to destroy 
the institutions they were appointed to guard and 
defend; therefore, 

Revolved. That it is the duty of the people to 
express their opinions on the public acts of those 
they have placed in power, applauding all who, 
regardless of self, seek only “tho greatest good 
to tho greatest number,’’ and condemning the 
conduct of those who are faithless to tho trust 
confided to them. 

Resolved, That J. G. Leach does not represent 
the county of Henry iu our State Legislature; 
that his vote against raising the national Hag over 
the Capitol at Frankfort was not in accordance 
with the wishes of those he pretends to represent; 
that we are prond of the banner that has so often 
waved in triumph over our country’s defenders 
on land and sea — that flag that is a sign of hope 
to the oppressed of other nations — that flag dread- 
ed by the tyrants of other countries, and hatod by 
the traitors of our own. 

Resolved, That wc raise a flag-staff in tho town 
of Pleasureville, and nail to its top the ensign of 
our country, to show that we, at least, are for 
“A union of lakes, a union of lands, 

A union that tyrants can’t sever, 

A union of hearts, a union of hands, 

And the flag of our Union forever.’* 

Resolved, That State secession as a remedy for 
any evil complained of in the Union, was con- 
ceived in folly, brought forth by falsehood and 
fraud, and will end, if accomplished, in tho dis- 
grace and destruction of our heretofore united and 
prosperous country. 

Resolved , That we approve of the “Crittenden 
resolutions.’’ 

On motion, the Frankfort Commonwealth 
Louisville Democrat, and Journal, and all 
other Union papers, be requested to publish 
the proceedings of this meeting.

LATEST NEWS. 



Philadelphia, Jan. 26. 

Although the snow covers the streets to- 
night, rendering pedestrianistn most uncom- 
fortable, a inass-meeting of the working men 
of the city, at Independence, Square, is large- 
ly attended, some five or six thousand men 
standing ankle deep iu snow, listening to the 
speeches of their representatives. 

The employees of all the large manufac- 
turing establishments of the county, march- 
ed to the place of meeting, bearing torches 
and lanterns, and accompanied by bands of 
music. Mottoes inscribed on banners were 
mostly suggestive of peaceful conciliation of 
the present national difficulties, and expres- 
sive ol approbation for the Crittenden plan 
of compromise. 

Isaac V. Vaboughton, superintendent of 
the Pennsylvania railroad car-works, presid- 
ed over the deliberations of the meeting. 

A series of ably written resolutions were 
read, and unanimously adopted, lamenting 
the present national troubles, which are now 
agitated and hastened by political dema- 
gogues, recommending a repeal, by .State- 
Legislatures, of all obnoxious laws, and the 
passage by Congress of Mr. Crittenden’s plan 
of compromise, or some other measure, to be 
submitted to the people; and in case the 
present Congress find itself unable to agree 
upon such terms, requesting members there- 
of to resign their scats, that they may be 
filled with competent representatives of the 
popular will. 

Resolutions were passed depricating any 
collision between the forces of the General 
Government and any of the States, as such a 
calamity would strike the death-blow to all 
our hopes of a settlement, but pledge the 
working men to sustain the Federal Govern- 
ment iu the maintenance of its powers. 
They provide for the appointment of dele- 
gates to the national convention of working 
men, to meet at Philadelphia on the 22d of 
February, and a committee of thirty-three 
to present these resolutions to the members 
of the Legislature and Congress. 

The enthusiasm manifested during the 
proceedings gave evidencevof the anxiety of 
the working men and their determination to 
interfere in the present crisis. 

Raleigh, Jan. 26. 

The House to-day passed a resolution send- 
ing Commissioners to Washington to meet 
the Southern Convention at Montgomery, 
Ala. It will pass the Senate. The pro- 
ceedings otherwise were of an uniteresting 
character. 

Washington, .Tan. 20. 

Fifty artillery men from New York arriv- 
ed this morning and immediately left for 
Fort Washington to relieve the mariners 
there temporarily on duty. 

It is not true that Mr. King, the First As- 
sistant Postmaster General, refused to hold 
any communication with ex-Senator Ynlee. 
He simply declined to show him the papers 
he asked to see relative to the abolition of 
the postoffice and discontinue the mail to 
Pensacola. The interview was respectful on 
both sides. 

Secesssion Rampant in the Legislature — 
The Plot Thickens. — It appears that a ma- 
jority of the members of the present Legis- 
lature of Tennessee arc determined, if in 
their power to accomplish it, to rush the 
people of the State into tl e vortex of seces- 
sion. Their efforts have bee i consistent in 
this direction. Instead of meeting the pres- 
ent emergency in our affairs in the calm, de- 
liberative manner that belong to true states- 
manship. the majority are doing all they can 
to increase the excitement already prevail- 
ing in the public mind. They seem deter- 
mined the people — th ereal sovereigns — shall 
have no time to consider as to the proper 
course they shall finally adopt. No! haste 
haste, is the watchword an unceasing cry of 
these agitators . — Nashville Banner, 25 th. 



Resolutions proposing amendments to th, 
stilulion of the United States. 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee , That a convention of del- 
egates from all the slavcholding States 
should assemble at Nashville, Tennessee, 
or such other place as a majority of the 
States co-operating may designate, on the 4th 
day of February, 1861, to digest and define 
a basis upon which, if possible, the Federal 
Union and the constitutional rights of the 
slave States may he perpetuated and preserv- 
ed. 

Resolved, That the General Assembly of 
the State of Tennessee, appoint a number 
of delegates to said convention of our ablest 
and w isest men, equal to our whole delega- 
tion in Congress; and that the Governor of 
Tennessee immediately furnish copies of 
these resolutions to the Governors of the 
slaveholding States, and urge the partici pa- 
tion of such States, in said convention. 

Resolecd , That in the opinion of this Gen- 
eral Assembly, such plan of adjustment 
shall embrace the following propositions as 
amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

1. A declaratory amendment that African 
slaves as held under the institutions of the 
slaveholding States shall be recognized ns 
property, and entitled to the status of other 
property, in the States where slavery exists, 
in all places within the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of Congress in the slave States, in all 
the territories south of 36° 30“ in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in transit and whilst tem- 
porally sojourning with the owner in the 
non-slureholding States and territories north 
of 36° 30“ and when fugitives from the own- 
er, in the several places above named, as 
well as in all places, in the exclusive juris- 
diction of Congress, in the non-slaveholdinu 
States. 

2. That all the territory now owned, or 
which may he hereafter acquired by the 
United States South of the parallel of 36 
deg. 30 min., African slavery shall be recog- 
nized ns existing, and be protected by all the 
departments of the Federal and Territorial 
Governments, and in all North of that line, 
now owned, or to be acquired, it shall not 
be recognized as existing; and whenever 
States formed out of any of said Territory 
South of said lffie, having a population 
equal to that of a Congressional District, 
shall apply lor admission into the Union, 
the same shall he admitted as slave States, 
whilst States North of the line formed out 
of said territory, and having a population 
equal to a Congressional District, shall be 
admitted without slavery, but the States 
formed out of said territory North and South 
having been admitted ns members of the 
Union, shall have all the powers over the 
institution of slavery possessed by the oilier 
States of the Union. 

3. Congress shall have no power to abol- 
ish slavery in places under its exclusive ju 
risdiction, and situate within the limits of 
States that permit the holding of slaves. 

4. Congress shall hflve no power to abol- 
ish slavery within the District of Columbia, 
as long ns it exists in the adjoining States of 
Virginia and Maryland, or either, nor with- 
out the consent of the inhabitants, nor with- 
out just compensation made to such owners 
of slaves as do not consent to such abolish- 
ment. Nor shall Congress at any time pro- 
hibit officers of the Federal Government, or 
members of Congress whose duties require 
them to be in said District, from bringing 
with them their slaves, nnd holding them as 
such, during the time their duties may re- 
quire them to remain there, and afterwards 
take them from the District. 

5. Congress shall have no power to pro- 
hibit or hinder the transportation of slaves 
from one State to another, or the Territory 
in which slaves are l>v law permitted to bo 
held, whether that transportation bo by land, 
navigable rivers or bv sens. 

6. In addition to the Fugitive Slave clause, 
provide, that when a slave has been demand- 
ed of the Executive authority of the State 
to which lie has lied, if he is not delivered, 
and the owner permitted to carry him out 
of the State in peace, llie State so failing to 
deliver, shall pay to the owner the value of 
such slave, and such damages as he may 
have sustained in attempting to reclaim his 
slave, and seiture his right of action in the 
Supreme Court of the United States, with 
execution against the property' of such State 
and tiie individuals thereof. 

7. No future amendment of the Constitution 
shall affect the preceding articles, nor the 
third paragraph of the second section of the 
first article of the Constitution, uor the third 
paragraph of the second section'd - the fourth 
article of the Constitution; and no amend- 
ments shall he made to the Constitution 
which will authorize or give to Congress any 
power to abolish or interfere with slavery in 
any of the States by whose laws it is, or may 
be, allowed or permitted. 

8. That slave property shall be rendered 
secure in transit through, or whilst sojourn- 
ing in, non-slaveholding States or Territories, 
or in the District of Columbia. 

9. An amendment to the effect that all 
fugitives are to be deemed those offending 
the laws within the jurisdiction of the State, 
and who escape therefrom to other States; 
and that it is the duty of each State to sup- 
press armed invasions of another State. 

Resolved, That said Convention of the 
slaveholding States having agreed upon a 
a basisadjustment satisfactory to themselves, 
should, in the opinion of this General As- 
sembly, refer it to a Convention of all the 
States, slaveholding and non-slaveholding, 
in the manner following: 

It should invite nil States friendly to such 
plan of adjustment, to elect delegates in such 
manner as to reflect the popular will, to as- 
semble in a Constitutional Convention of all 
the States, North and South, to be held at 
Richmond, Virginia, on day of Feb- 

ruary, 1861, to revise and perfect such plan 
of adjustment, for its reference for final rati- 
fication and adoption by a Convention ol the 
States respectively. 

Resolved, That should a plan of adjust- 
ment, satisfactory to the South, not lie ac- 
ceded to by a requisite number of States to 
perfect amendments to the Constitution of 
the United States, it is the opinion of this 
General Assembly that the slaveholding 
States should adopt for themselves the Con- 
stitution of the United States, with such 
amendments as may be satisfactory to the 
slaveholding States, and that they should 
invite into the Union with them all States of 
the North which are willing to abide such 
amended Constitution and frame of govern- 
ment, severing ai once all connections with 
States refusing such reasonable guarantees 
to our future safety ; such renewed conditions 
ol Federal L nion being first submitted for
